A badly informed dealer in antiquities 


lately bought an old portfolio of drawings 
for 100 marks, from a private person, and 
sold it ag»iii for 300. 
The second owner 


took it to tha Cabinet of Copperplate 
Designs in Munich, and demanded 8,000 
marks. 
This was paid on the spot. 
It 


contained a number of rare drawings for 
copperplates, among them unique o igi- 
nals by the artist called the Master S.. 
from his signature!, who lived in the time 
of Albrccht Durer, which drawings are 
estimated by experts to be worth 40,000 
marks. 


It seems that Russia po.ssct.ses some of 


the most remarkable collections of works 
of art now known. They are variously 
distributed among church, state, public 
and private collections, and 
represent 


many priceless objects in gold, silver and 
other materials. 
Some time since an un- 


dertaking was successfully put on foot by 
the South Kensington Museum, London, 
to procure reproductions of selections 
from all these collections by electrotyp- 
ing. 
It was ascertained that a single set 


would cost $25,000, but that if three 
sets were made at the same time they 
could be procured at something less than 
$20,000 each. A member of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art authorized the 
trustees to unite with the South Kensing- 
ton Museum, at his expense, in procuring 
a set, and the three sets are now in prog- 
,ress. one of which comes, to New York. 
The reproductions will be completed 
during the summer, and probably be rea- 
dy for exhibition at the autumn opening 
of the Museum.

THE WORLD'S WHEAT THIS YEAR.— 


English statisticians are predicting large 
supplies of wheat in ihe producing coun- 
tries this year, and of couise another year 
of low prices. 
Such reports are annually 


sent out from tlie consuming count ries 
about b:.rveit time. The staiftof whe.it 
in England an the 1st of M iroh, 
1884, 


was reported to be excellent. Subsequen- 
tly cold and frosty welter, 
with east 


winds, did considerable injury, wliich the 
fine rains iu Juno did not fully overcome. 
Despite these drawbacks, however, it is 
estimated that the crop will be an average 
one. 
Tlie area in wheat in the United 


Kingdom in 1883 was 2,?13,'282 acres. 
It is said to be larger t!;is year, some 
placing it as 3,000,000 and others at 
3,250,000 acres. 
An avenge yield is 28 


bushels to the acre. 
It is calculated that 


the crop will produce 88,000,000 bushels, 
or 11,000.000 quarters, und that the 
requirements from abroad will be 15,000,- 
000 quaitrrs, or 120,000,000, bushels- 
It is said that France will require very 
little whoat this year; that Russia has 
still a good supply from last year's crop ; 
that Australia has promised 2,000,000 
quarters and has already sent on a portion; 
that India will soon commence to pour 
out her supply ; that the United States 
will produce over 500,000,000, bushels, 
and that other wherft countries will do 
correspondingly well.

NEW WAY OF PRESERVING FRUIT.— 


The Suisun.Re;> ublican, of California, says 
the fruit now shipped East, from that State, 
is put up according to recently patented 
process. The preservative agent is car-. 
bonized pheat bran. 
By it fresh fruit is 


preserved from decay, so that it can be 
shipped Jkst and sold as the demand is 
made for it, without being compelled to 
sacrifice it for fear of loss. The car load 
shipped goes to Philadelphia. It contains 
grapes, plums, peaches, apricots, etc., and 
goes as fast freight, though hereafter it is 
the plan to ship by slow freight, and it 
will reduce the charges over one-half, or 
from $1,000 to $500 a car load to New 
York. If fruit can be packed in this in- 
expensive manner, and preserved inde« 
finitely and shipped anywhere, the busi- 
ness will develope. "Fresh peaches at 
Christmat and grapes at midwinter" are 
alluring, and Mr. Lietz says that they 
may be hud by simply packing" them in 
wheat bran reduced to charcoal.

Bristol was not slighted by th« earth- 


quake which was felt m seven States on 
last Sunday. 
A few minutes after two 


o'clock the shock was felt here, and crea- 
ted considerable excitement among our 
citizens. 
Houses were shaken, window- 


glass rattled, door bells rang, gates swung 
on their hinges, and some loose bricks on 
dilapidated chimneys were precipitated to 
the'ground. The stand-pipe of the wa- 
ter works vibrated considerably, and the 
noise it made sounded to the Superin- 
tendent like that produced by the shaking 
of a piece of sheet-iron. People on the 
streets did not feel the shock, and those 
who happened to be in the upper stories 
of their houses felt the vibration of the 
earth the most. The reports from other 
points are as follows: 


The shock was felt severely at the sum- 


mer resorts along the sea coast. At 
Coney Island it created universal con- 
sternation among both the residents and 
the thousands of visitors. The large two 
ton safe in the office of the Manhattan 
Beach Hotel was moved about three 
inches along the floor, scraping the plaster 
off the wall against which it rested and 
denting the floor considerably. The grtat 
dining room of the Long Branch Hotel 
was cleared of its three hundred occu- 
pants, who rushed out in great confusion 
and dismay. 


On the ocean, near Eire Island, about 


two P. M., five miles east of Jones' Inlet, 
one mile off shore, gentlemen on the yacht 
Penguin heard a peculiar, deep, rumbling 
sound, lasting about six seconds. 
The 


cause was unapparent, the yacht being in 
deep water. 


At Boston it was accompanied by the 


swaying of chandeliers, rocking of tables 
and furniture and a rumbling, heavy 
sound. This lasted about ten seconds and 
then ceased. 
Several persons state that, 


after an interval of half a minute, a feeble 
bhock was given that continued for two or 
three seconds. 


Professor Pickering, of Harvard Obser- 


vatory, says he first noticed a tremulous 
movement of the earth, followed by the 
swaying of the building and creaking of 
the timbers. 


The shock was felt at Pittsfield, Mass., 


and north along the Connecticut River to 
Brattleboro. 


—The New York Tribune, which has 


been making a study of the census statis- 
tics and political almanacs, estimates that 
the probable vote for the presidency in 
November next will be very close on ten 
and a half millions, and may exceed that 
number. The vote in 1880, using round 
figures, was 9,220,000 in a total popula- 
tion of 49,371, 000, and in a male popula- 
tion of the voting age reported at roundly 
12,571,000 for the thirty-eight States. 
The population of the States will be, in 
November next, above 56,000,000, in the 
eight Territories and the District of 
Columbia very nearly a million, making 
for the whole country a grand total of fully 
57,000,000. These 
latter figures are 


arrived at by calculating the natural 
increase of our population through the 
excess of births over deaths at 2 per cent, 
a year. To this mnst be added the im- 
migration. 
Now if a population of 


49,371,000 in the States includes a voting 
population of 12,571,000, a population of 
56,000,000 contains a voting population of 
nearly 14,280,000, or that number of men 
possessing the legal age for voting. When 
it is remembered that only a half a cen- 
tury ago 300,000 popular votes elected a 
President of the United States, these 
figures are almost enough to take one's 
breath away.

thrown from shelves, and tables broken. 
At Stratford two chimneys were thrown 
down. At Port Chester, N. Y., one house 
is reported to have been demolished. The 
waters of the Housatonic River were 
greatly agitated during the shock, causing 
large waves to recede from each shore, 
and meet in the centre of (he river. An- 
sonia, Conn., seems to be the only place 
in that section that did not feel the shock. 


At Paterson, N. J., the shock caused a 


swaying of cliandeliers, a rattling of 
crockery and glassware, and a shaking of 
windows. 
There seemed to be some elec- 


trical phenomena at the same time, for 
telephone bells and fire alarm 
signals 


jingled. 
In tome houses sliding doors 


were run together. 


At Philadelphia, Pa., there was a 


vibratory movement from north to south. 
It shook down a'chimney and piles of 
bricka on Market street and displaced 
stone signs. 


At Reading Pa., two distinct shocks 


were felt throughout the city, shaking 
houses, moving furniture and dropping 
blinds. 
Reports from Allentown, Leban- 


on, Pottsville, Pluxnixvillu and Potts- 
town, Pa., say the shock was felt there. 
At the Delaware Breakwater the station 


building was suddenly shaken for about 
five seconds. The shock caused the water 
in a bucket to assume a very preceptible 
motion. The station is built on the break- 
water at some distance from the shore. 


At Phenicia in the Catskill Mountains, 


and for miles around, the 
shock was 


severely felt. 
At the Mountain House 


several ladies became sick from t'.e dizzi- 
ness produced by the shock. 


At Chichesterville the large chair fac- 


tory swayed backward and forward two or 
three times, and timbers cracked all 
over the building, pictures in rooms 
moving violently to and fro. 


At the Naval Observatory, v, ashington, 


D. C., Commander Sampson, assistant 
superintendent of the Observatory, reports 
that he observed slight vibrations of the 
earth, lasting about sixteen seconds. He 
was in the second story of his house, ad- 
oining the Observatory. The windows of 
the room rattled, and the articles on a 
marble topped table moved. 
No phen- 


omena were observed on the lower floors 
9f the house. 


Shocks of earthquake were felt again 


about noon on Monday along the south 
side of Long Island. The Court House 
at Far Rockaway was shaken for several 
seconds, and the glasses and crockery on 
be hotel tables rattled and some fell 
over, causing the guests to start from 
heir seats. A few minutes later the big 
lotel at Rockaway Beach was shaken, the 
doors and windows rattling loud enough 
o be heard at a considerable distance. 
)pen doors in other buildings weVe closed 
Sy the shock. Reports from Hempstcad, 
Jouth Oyster Bay, Woodbury, and other 
>laces relate similar experiences. 


CURES FOB CHOLERA—I remember 


that in 1848 or 1849 (I forget which), 
when the cholera was here, we were all 
told to go about with a flannel belt round 
our stomachs, and with a bottle of chalk 
powder in our pockets. A remedy, or 
rather a preventive, which at the time 
was much believed in, was to take 
during the day, either spread on bread 
and butter or in some other way, two 
spoonfuls of salt. This salt acted asa dis- 
infectant, and it was asserted that no one 
who took regularly his two spoonfuls 
caught the cholera. 


Here is another cholera receipt—The 


Rev. Dr. David Robinson, of New Jersey, 
has charged the Lord Mayor to give pub- 
licity to the fact that hot water applied 
both externally and internally will infall- 
ibly cure cholera. 
Any man, says the 


reverend gentleman, who is attacked by 
cholera, must place his feet in hot water 
and begin drinking the same fluid as hot 
as possible 
By the time he has imbibed 


three quarts he will be cured. A friend 
of mine, who had cholera several years 
ago, attributes bis cure to the fact of his 
having consumed, directly he was attack, 
ed, several quarts of hot tea.— London 
Truth.

One of the most gratifying indications 


of substantial progress is the increasing 
attention of late ghen by Americur 
physicians to the alcohol question. 
Dr. 


Felix L. Oswald, in Popular 
Science, 


writing of "Alcohol as a Kemedy," asks, 
"Ciies alcohol impart strength ? does it 
benefit the exhausted system ?" and an- 
swers; "If a worn-out horse drops on the 
highway, we can rouse it by sticking a 
knife into its ribs; but after staggering 
ahead for a couple of minutes it will drop 
again, and the second delirium will be 
worse than the first by just as much as 
the brutal stimulus still has further 
exhausted the little remaining strength. 
In the same way precisely alcohol rallies 
the exhausted energies of the human 
body." He adds: "The prostrate vitali- 
ty rUei against the foe, and labors with 
restless energy till the poison is expelled. 
Then comes the reaction-, and, before the 
patient can recover, his organism has to 
do double work. Nature has to overcome 
both the original cause of the disease and 
the effect of the stimulant." The efforts 
for the suppression of Ihe liquor-traffic 
will be greatly strengthened by the scien- 
tific demonstration that alcohol in health 
is in no sense a necessity, and that in 
nearly or quite all cases it may be safely 
and advantageously dispensed with in the 
treatment ot disease. 


An old 'custom called the "Hunting of 


the Wreo," is still observed at the Isle 
of Man. A fairy who exerted a baleful 
influence over the island was pursued by 
a knight, and only escaped in the mo- 
ment of extreme hazard by assuming the 
form of a wren.

FOEMEE LOCAL "EARTHQUAKES, 


On the 27th of October, 1727, shocks 


of earthquake were felt at Philadelphia, 
New York and Boston, which set the 
clocks to running down and shook china 
from the shelvos. In some places doors 
were burst open and people could hardly 
keep their feet. 
The shock, which oc- 


cured about Uenty minutes before eleven 
in the morn'm; and while the sky was 
serene, lasted about two minutes. 
Its 


course seemed to be from the Delaware 
river, in the southwest, to the Kennebec, 
in the northeast, a distance of about 
seven hundred tniles. On the 18th of 
November of Ihe same year a severe 
earthquake shock was felt from Cliesa- 
peak Bav along the coast to Halifax, 
about eight hundred miles, and in the 
interior it seems to have extended from 
northwest to southeast more than 
thousand miles, though no serious damage 
was recorded in this city. It was most 
injuriously felt in the New England States. 
On the 8th of December, 1737 a smart 
shock was felt during the night at Phila- 
delphia and nt Conestopu," New Castle 
and other points within a short radius. 


When John IVnn first arrived in Phil- 


adelphia, on a Sunday, a violent earth- 
quake was fell as lie stepped ashore at 
High stiwt wliarf. It raised some super- 
stition and was long remembered with 
feelings akin to awe. 
When he wont 


home a dreadful thunder-storm aro«c and 
his return as" Proprietor was signalized 
by a fierce Imrvicaiie. 
March 2'2, 1758, 


April i!5, 1772, November 30, 1783, and 
tbe following day, December 1, arc also 
memorable as dates on which the city's 
foundations were disturbed. January 8, 
1817, the rivet was much agitated by an 
earthquake shock to the southward and 
during the disturbance vessels were tossed 
about and the water rose one foot.—

EEOENT LIBEAET STATISTICS. 


Tbe French periodical, Le Liens, states 


that a count has recently been made of 
the contents of the Bibleotheque Nation- 
ale. 
The books number two and a half 


millions, the engravings more than two 
millions, and the medals 144,000. Dur- 
ing the year 1883 there were 70,000 read- 
ers, the number in 1868 being only 24,- 
000. 
The number of volumes consulted 


is not mentioned. 


By a late report of the British Muse- 


um it appears that readers use on an aver- 
ago six volumes each, and this may be an 
approximate estimate for the Paris Li- 
brary. 
Tbe latest report at hand of the 


British Museum gives the number of per- 
sons admitted during the year 1881 to the 
Museum as 961,497, of whom 140,903 
consulted the books and engravings, call- 
ing for 847,400 volumes. 


From the annual report of the Boston 


Public Library, now in press, it appears 
that its collection numbered May 1,1884, 
438,594 volumes, and that during the li- 
brary year 1,056,806 volumes, exclusive 
of desk books, of which DO count is made, 
and 541,738 periodicals have been used 
by readers. 


From the Bates Hall collection, which 


corresponds in a measure with those of 
the larger libraries mentioned, and which 
numbers 260,602 volumes, 184,913 vol- 
umes have been given to readers during 
the year, 


Of these institutions the Boston Pub- 


lic Library is the only one which allows 
the home use of books. 
It is interesting 


to notice how this generosity is appreci- 
ated by its patrons, the library having re- 
ceived by gift within a year from about 
eight hundred different persons 3,815 
volumes and irioreJlmn_lG,000 pamphlets 


OUBIOUS LOOKS'AND KEYS. 


In the middle ages locks for church and 


cathedral doors were often rare specimens 
of metal work. Elaborate scrolls, the 
images of saints, and other ambitious 
efforts of the true artisan of those days, 
entered into the design of locks, which 
were really an ornament to tlie magnifi- 
cent doors and cabinets of those timus. 
A design for the escutcheon surrounding 
the keyhole frequently had the figures of 
two guardian angels witlioutspread wings. 
Fasteuings of a very curious construction, 
known as "apostle locks," were also com- 
mon in midiacval times. These locks had 
on the front the figure of one of the apos- 
tles, und on touching the hand of the 
figure the bolts flew back. In the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth a smith, Mark Scalist, 
constructed a lock consisting of eleven 
pieces of iron, steel and brass, all of which, 
with a pipe key, weighed only two grains 
of gold. That great inventor, the mar- 
quis of Worcester, who flourished in the 
reien of Charles I., devised a lock con- 
tjiininp i ct»

New England farms may be familiar 
enough with the old-fashioned and rather 
cruel housewives' practice of plucking 
their flocks of geese for "live geese

feathers*' 
much more salable article 


than those plucked from the dead bird. 
Evidently live pigs' bristles have the 
same superiority and preference. 
Read- 


ing the following description of tbe way 
they are gathered, reminds us of tbe 
farm-yard excitement and the squalls of 
pain which used to emphasize the period- 
ical goose-plucking scene. 
We do not 


know how large a quantity of pig's Ixis- 
tles is used in the Uuited States (for 
brushes, waxed-ends, etc.), but the author 
of "The Wonderland of Work' says: 


"Two or three million pounds of them 


are annually imported into Great Britain. 
The greater part of these are brought 
from the almost iuterminible forests of 
Northern 
Russia-, where thousands of 


square miles of land are covered with 
pines, larches, oaks, beeches and cone, 
must, acorn, and berry-bearing trees.. 
Here swarm prodigious herds of half- 
wild swhie—long and scraggy creatures— 
and tbe thinner they .ire the longer and 
stronger their bristles. 
They shed these 


bristres by rubbing against the trees; 
and they are collected and sown in sacks 
made ot ox-hides, and so sent to market. 
But the pigs under culture for special 
bristles are reared near the great tallow 
factories, where they grow fat on the re- 
fuse of the works. After a period of un- 
limited feeding and feasting, the bristles 
are supposed to be at their best, and poor 
piggy has to pay for his entertainment in 
a troublesome fashion he little expected. 


"When the harvest time for bristles 


has arrived, crowds of animals are driven 
into large fenced enclosures. Kicking, 
struggling, grunting, squealing, pressing, 
and pushing ovct one another, they work 
themselves into the state of heat and ex- 
citement considered necessary by the 
pluckers, who then set to work to pull out 
the longest bristles. You can imagine 
that the task is neither an easy nor a 
q'uiet one. 
Piggy has no notion how to 


suffer and be still.' 
As soon as the ope- 


ration is finished, he is allowed to gallop 
out of the enclosure and make the best 
of his sore state."

A GEEAT OKATER IN MEXIOO, 


A correspondent, writing from Mexico, 


tlius describes the crater of Popocatepetl: 
'An enormous cavern or mouth, nearly 
2,000 feet in diameter and as many more 
n depth, now presented itself to view. 
Numerous stilfimitas, or sources, spouted 
'orth volumes of steam and sulphuious 
gases in all directions, and suggested an 


This feeling, however, was soon overcome, 
and as we became accustomed to our sur- 
roundings the view of the surrounding 
country and mountains attracted our at- 
tention, and for a moment the terrible 
crater beneath was forgotten in tbe enjoy- 
ment of tbe panorama. 


"The valley of Mexico, fifty miles or 


more in the northwest, seemed but a dot 
n the vast stretch around. The volcano 
of Ixlaccibautl below, had every resem- 
blance to a gigantic fenula form lying at 
full length, with arms outstretched and 
hair flowing to the wind, and wrapped in 
a robe of spotless white. The mountains 
of lesser height for hundreds of miles 
around seemed little more than mounds 
of earth, or great heaps of dust. 
The 


city of Pueblo, nearly fifty niilt-s to-the 
east, with its white walls and glistening 
church towers, appeared but a small white 
speck, almost lost in a vast territory of 
mountains, plains and winding rivers, 
while 
Orizava, Flaxcala, Cuernavaca, 


Morelos, Teppaca, and other surrounding 
cities and towns could with difficulty be 
discerned. 


"Above the crater's edge rose a steep 


and frozen pinnacle nearly 1,700 feet 
higher than the outer rim of the crater. 
It is said that this point h id never been 
scaled. 
It wa<: scaled this time, however, 


and a Yankee did it. 
Inside the crater 


itself is to be seen littlii of interest, save 
the wonderful formation of sulphur col- 
ums, which rise in unbroken lines for hun- 
dreds of feet to the very edges, and the 
continuous smoking and steaming of tha 
xulfnrattus. 
During a snow storm the cra- 


ter becomes a dark and inky pit, filled 
with blue and beautifully colored triob- 
nles and flashes of sulphurous dimes. 
Deep and heavy roarings are said to con- 
tinue throughout the siorm. From a rock 
overhanging a large and active sulfarata, 
a photographic view w is taken, and the 
party prepared to descend."

THE CHINAMAN'S FOUK "Mosx PREC- 


IOUS THINGS—In China the "four most 
precious things" are the paper-plant, ink 
and Us saucer and tho brush. The hornet, 
whose sharp sting is the terror of chil- 
dren, is the recognized pioneer of paper 
makers. 
Its cellular nest, on trees and 


rocks, is built of material which resembles 
tne^rnost delicious tissue paper. 


KiglHeen hundred years ago, the Chi- 


nese, acting under the wasp's suggestion, 
made paper from fibrous matter reduced 
to pulp. 
Now each province makes its 


own peculiar variety from the innermost 
bark of different trees. 
The young bam- 


boo, which grows six or eight inches in a 
single night, is whitened, reduced to pulp 
in a mortar, and sized with alum. From 
this pulp sheets of paper are made in a 
mold by hand. The celebrated Chinese 
rice paper, that so resembles woolen and 
silU fabrics, and on which are painted 
quaint birds and flowers, is manufactured 
from compressed pith, which is first cut 
spirally, by a keen knife, into thin slices 
six inches wide and twice as long.

.mense quantities of paper is used by the 
Chinese for a great variety of purposes. 
Funeral paper, or paper imitations of 
earthly things which they desire to bestow 
on departed friends, are burned over their 
graves. 
They use pyper window frames, 


paper sliding doors, und paper visiting 
cards a yard long. It is related trmt 
when a distinguished representative of 
the British Government once visited Pe- 
kin, several servants brought him a huge 
roll, which, when spread out over the 
large floor proved to be the visiting card 
of the Chinese Emperor.—St. Nicholas.

rOEMEK LOOAL EABTHQUAKES, 


On the 27lh of October, 1727, shocks 


of earthquake.- were felt at Philadelphia, 
New York nnd Boston, which set the 
clocks to running down and shook china 
from the shelves. 
In some places doors 


were burst open and people could hardly 
keep their feet. 
The shock, which oc- 


cured about twenty minutes before eleven 
in the morning and while the sky was 
serene, lasted about two minutes. 
Its 


course seemed to be from the Delaware 
river, in the southwest, to the Kennebec, 
in the northe.ist, a distance of about 
seven hundnd miles. On the 18th of 
November of the same year a severe 
earthquake shock was felt from Chesa- 
peak Bav nlong the coast to Halifax, 
about eight hundred miles, and in the 
interior it serms to have extended from 
northwest to southeast more than a 
thousand miles, though no serious damage 
was recorded in this city. 
It was most 


injuriously felt in the New England States. 
On the 8th of December, 1737 a smart 
shock was fell during the niaht at Phila- 
delphia and at Conestopi,,' New Castle 
and other points within a short radius. 


When John Ponii first arrived in Phil- 


adelphia, on a Sunday, a violent earth- 
quake was felt as he stepped ashore at 


street wharf. It raised some super- 


stition and vas Ion;; remembered with 
feelings akin to awe. 
When lie went 


home a dreadful thunder-storm arose and 
his return as'Proprietor was signalized 
by a fierce Inn ricane.

OUEIOUB LOOKS AND KEYS, 


In the middle ages locks for church anc 


cathedral doors were often rare specimens 
of metal work. Elaborate scrolls, the 
images of saints, and other ambitions 
efforts of the true artisan of those days, 
entered into the design of locks, which 
were really an ornament to the magnifi- 
cent doors and cabinets of those times. 
A design for the escutcheon surrounding 
the keyhole frequently had the figures of 
two guardian angels with outspread wings. 
Fastenings of a very curious construction, 
known as "apostle locks," were also cora- 
nijii in midiaeval times. 
These locks had 


on the front the figure of one of the apos- 
tles, and on touching the hand of the 
figure the bolts flew back. In the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth a smith, Mark Scalist, 
constructed a lock consisting of eleven 
pieces of iron, steel and brass, all of which, 
with a pipe key, weighed only two grains 
of gold. That great inventor, the mar- 
quis of Worcester, who flourished in the 
reien of Charles I., devised a lock con- 
tllUtm0 a ct^ol ka.J», ,u, l^u,), tuna -p-ufa^lu 
harmless as long as the right key was 
used, but if a wrong key was inserted the 
barb sprang through the hole and caught 
the hand of the intruder "as a trap 
catches a fox." 
It is said that while the 


inventor was experimenting with this cu- 
rious lock he was scarcely nimble enough 
in removing his hand, and was caught in 
his own trap. 
At Willenhall, in Stafford- 


shire, which is the great seat of the lock 
trade, silver padlocks, the sides of which 
are smaller than a threepenny piece, are 
still made, and are quite perfect in their 
mechanism. 
Locks containing single 


bells nnd even chimes, which sound an 
alarm when tampered with by a false key, 
are among the modern curiosities of the 
trade. 
A lock and key complete are sold 


by the maker for a half-penny, and mer- 
chants abroad state that many of the na- 
tives string these locks together so as to 
form necklaces, and wear them as charms.

THE CHINAMAN'S FOUH "Mosr PHEC- 


lous THINGS—In China the "four most 
precious things" are the paper-plant, ink 
and its saucer and tho brush. The hornet, 
whose sharp sting is the terror of chil- 
dren, is the recognized pioneer of paper 
makers. 
Its cellular nest, on trees and 


rocks, is built of material which resembles 
the most delicious tissue paper. 


Eighteen hundred years ago, the Chi- 


nese, acting under the wasp's suggestion, 
made paper from fibrous matter reduced 
to pulp. 
Now each province makes its 


own peculiar variety from the innermost 
bark of diflfercut trees. The young bum- 
boo, which grows six or eight inches in a 
single night, is whitened, reduced to pulp 
in a mortar, nnd sized with alum. 
From 


this pulp sheets of paper are made in a 
mold by baud. The celebrated Chinese 
rice paper, that so resembles woolen and 
silk fabrics, and on which are painted 
quaint birds and flowers, is manufactured 
from compressed pith, which is first cut 
spirally, by a keen knife, into thin slices 
six inches wide and twice as long. 
Im- 


.mense quantities of paper is used by the 
Chinese for a great variety of purposes. 
Funeral paper, or paper imitations of 
earthly things which they desire to bestow 
on departed friends, are burned over their 
graves. 
They use puper window frames, 


paper sliding doors, and paper visiting 
cards a yard long. It is related that 
when a distinguished representative of 
the British Government once visited Pe- 
kin, several servants brought him a huge 
roll, which, when spread out over the 
large floor proved ti> be the visiting card 
of the Chinese Emperor.—S(. Nicholas.
